LOSING HOMES 


Mystery landlord buys their street in £1.7m deal 


A mystery landlord who bought 
a private street in Epsom could 
send NHS tenants packing. 

The secret buyer purchased the 
street containing 60 homes in a 
£1.76m land deal at auction on Tues¬ 
day. 

Eleven of the houses in Gainsbor¬ 
ough Road, Epsom, are occupied by 
employees of Surrey and Borders 
Partnership NHS Trust - the former 
landowners. 

These tenants now fear the new 
owner could alter their tenancy 
agreements leaving them homeless. 

The trust said it could not confirm 
whether the buyer - who now owns 
all the land in the Gainsborough 
Estate, including 13 properties - is a 
social landlord or a developer. 

The ownership is due to be trans¬ 
ferred in 2009. 

Epsom and Ewell Councillor Julie 
Morris said: “The new landlord will 
have the power to give two months’ 
notice on the Assured Shorthold 
Tenancies (ASTs), the tenants that 
rent directly from the trust. 

“The residents can appeal and, 
while the process is ongoing, they 
can stay in their houses but they 
could be removed in the end. 

“We feel that there was not enough 
information to the local residents.” 

Chris Grayling, MP for Epsom 
said: “I am increasingly concerned 
that Surrey and Borders is treating 
its employees under services in the 
Epsom area with a degree of dis¬ 
dain.” 

He said he would be relaxed if the 
trust sold the site to a reliable social 
landlord that would protect the posi¬ 
tion of the tenants. “If they haven’t 
done that then what they’re doing is 
they’re letting down their own em¬ 
ployees,” he said. 

A spokesman for the estate agent

King Sturge, who carried out the 
auction, said: “An Asian investor 
bought this property, but we don’t 
know if it is a company or an indi¬ 
vidual.” 

Angry residents claimed the trust 
did not give them enough informa¬ 
tion about the sale. 

Although the 47 remaining proper¬ 
ties of Gainsborough Road are pri¬ 
vately owned, residents are 
concerned for their future. 

Ivan Hillard, 45, a carpark atten¬ 
dant, said: “We didn’t receive a let¬ 
ter, a phone call, anything telling us 
about this auction. 

“The company that’s doing the 
auction put a sign up in our road 
about six weeks ago and that’s how 
we found out.” 

Mr Hillard said: “Now we don’t 
know what’s going to happen and 
that’s worrying to say the least.” 

Public consultation on the pro¬ 
posed sale was carried out in 
September by the trust, but only for 
those residents who were also their 
employees. 

A spokesman for Surrey and Bor¬ 
ders Trust said: “All the residents in 
the trust-owned buildings on the site 
are protected by tenancies and this 
sale will not affect those rights. Ex¬ 
isting tenancies will be transferred 
to the new owner. 

“We have sought to keep all the res¬ 
idents informed about our plans. We 
believe that our tenants’ needs are 
best met by a landlord whose core 
focus is on developing residential ac¬ 
commodation.”

MP signs petition calling 
to scrap village Tesco plan 


The latest salvo in the anti- 
Tesco campaign got under way 
in Ashtead on Friday when MP 
Chris Grayling was the first to 
sign a petition calling for plans 
for a large supermarket in the 
village to be scrapped. 

Already hundreds of people 
have written and emailed Mole 
Valley District Council lodging 
objections to the proposed su¬ 
permarket. 

The petition has been 
launched by SAVE (Save 
Ashtead’s Village Environ¬ 
ment) and calls on Mole Valley 
to throw out the Tesco scheme 
for a major supermarket to be 
built on the site of the former 
petrol station in the village. 

The petition says that the 
scheme will irretrievably and

adversely affect Ashtead’s vil¬ 
lage environment and charac¬ 
ter and that a large 
supermarket is not wanted in 
Ashtead. 

Mr Grayling said: “The plans 
are too big and I certainly think 
that Tesco shouldn’t have both 
stores in Ashtead. Unfortunate¬ 
ly planning laws don’t allow us 
to object on those grounds but 
the store should be much small¬ 
er.” 

One of the campaigners, Sue 
Williams, whose home will be 
affected by the scheme, said: 
“Tesco said... that ‘choice’ is 
very important to it's cus¬ 
tomers. Unfortunately Tesco 


leave us no choice - we do not 
choose to live next door to a car 
park. We bought our house be¬ 
cause of its rural setting among 
lovely gardens which are full of 
trees. That was our choice. Now 
Tesco have taken away our 
choice and are trying to force us 
to live next door to their car 
park by buying up neighbours 
houses and gardens.” 

Tesco’s claim that Mole Valley 
Council’s own research says 
that there is a need for a new 
store in the village and that an 
independent survey showed 
that only 12 per cent of money 
spent on convenience shopping 
was spent in Ashtead. 

“A supermarket on the Street 
would help meet part of the re¬ 
quirement for new convenience 


retail floor space, drawing back 
expenditure currently leaking 
from Ashtead,” said the 
spokesman. 

“We believe that the Tesco 
store will cater for part of this 
existing requirement, is compli¬ 
ant with existing planning poli¬ 
cy and that it can act as a major 
boost to the vitality of Ashtead 
at a time when jobs and invest¬ 
ment are much needed in local 
economies.” 

If the scheme, which is ex¬ 
pected to go before the planning 
committee in the New Year, is 
approved, it is expected that the 
new store will provide up to 50 
jobs.

Dedicated Arsenal fan Jimbo is 
heartbroken by the theft. 

He was bought the statue of Dennis 
for his 70th birthday and it has stood 
proudly outside his home ever since.

He said: “I don’t know who would do 
something like this but I want it back 
-1 am a big Arsenal fan.” 

The theft happened while he was 
away for the weekend, and he says it 
would have taken two people or at 
least a very strong person to lift Den¬ 
nis and cart him away. 

Dennis Bergkamp was transferred 
to Arsenal for a record fee of £7.5m in 
1995 and has been a hero to supporters 
for scoring 120 goals for the club dur¬ 
ing his career there.

He said: “It has been outside my 
house for 11 years and the lamp has 
been there for 20 years, but someone 
has come round and taken my Dennis 
and smashed the light.

Fraudster must 
pay £25k back 


A Ewell woman who obtained more 
than £25,512 by claiming benefits 
fraudulently was given a suspended 
prison sentence at Guildford Crown 
Court on Friday, November 7. 

She was caught by investigators 
who carried out surveillance on her 
after she claimed to be living alone, 
although she was living with a part¬ 
ner.

Having originally pleaded not 
guilty, the case was transferred to 
Guildford Crown Court where she 
changed her plea. 

She was given a six month sentence 
which was suspended for two years. 

She was also made the subject of a 
supervision order for three months 
and ordered to repay the £25,512.51 
which she fraudulently received.

Teenagers regularly got drunk on 
booze bought at a Tadworth post of¬ 
fice and a 15-year-old drank himself 
unconscious on vodka on two occa¬ 
sions, a licensing committee heard 
last week. 

Shelvers Hill Post Office lost its li¬ 
cence to sell alcohol after Reigate 
and Banstead councillors read state¬ 
ments from parents about the sale of 
drink to underage teenagers last 
summer. 

One, Mrs D, whose 15-year-old son 
was carried home unconscious on 
two occasions after drinking vodka, 
later saw him and his friends com¬ 
ing out of the post office carrying al¬ 
cohol. 

She challenged the shop assistant 
who admitted the sale, according to 
a report prepared for the committee. 

Another mum, a Mrs A, whose 
sons got drunk at a party on the Pre-

ston estate, questioned them about 
where they got the alcohol from and 
subsequently informed the police. 

“The 15-year-old was red-eyed and 
smiling with a stupid grin on his 
face. The 14 year-old was argumenta¬ 
tive, which is out of character ... I 
could smell the vodka on the pair of 
them,” she said in a statement to the 
police. Her sons told her that they 
had bought the alcohol at the post of¬ 
fice. 

Mrs C complained that her 14-year- 
old son came home drunk after 
drinking vodka bought from the post 
office and Mrs B reported that her 
15-year-old goddaughter regularly 
bought alcohol from the Shelvers 
Hill shop. 

Trading Standards officers used a 


young volunteer to make test pur¬ 
chases but on each occasion the shop 
refused to sell alcohol to the volun¬ 
teer, the councillors heard. 

After the hearing, the shop manag¬ 
er, Selva Alphonson, said that he 
would lodge an appeal against the 
decision to withdraw the shop’s li¬ 
cence. 

“It is all very sad and unfortunate. 
It is alleged that a member of my 
staff sold to this particular group of 
kids but he totally denies it.” 

Security had been increased at the 
shop and external cameras installed 
to deter people entering to attempt 
to make illegal purchases, he said. 

Earlier this year MP Crispin Blunt 
joined the campaign to keep the post 
office from closure.

Councillor Clive Smitheram, 
chairman of the licensing sub¬ 
committee, said: “The Council has 
a duty to protect the public and 
the committee felt that because of 
the seriousness of this offence, Mr 
Riffat should not have his private 
hire driver licence returned to 
him.”

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Accused by America of 
making terrorist bombs 

Medical supplies salesman faces trial in Iraq

A businessman held by Amer¬ 
ican forces in Iraq will face 
trial on terrorism charges de¬ 
spite pleas of innocence from 
his British family. 

The Sutton Guardian report¬ 
ed last week how Kadhum 
Ridha Al-Sarraj, 29, of Car- 
shalton, was picked up as he 
flew into the war-torn country 
to sell pacemakers. 

His wife Shereen Nasser, 24, 
said the Americans arrested 
her husband, a salesman with 
medical equipment supplier 
Matana, after mistaking his 
former MSc degree project 
measuring cardiac output for 
a bomb device. 

But Major Neal V Fisher II, 
from the Task Force 134 unit 
in charge of detainee control 
in Iraq said Mr Al-Sarraj, an 
Iraqi national with a UK visa, 
was still considered “a threat 
to the security of Iraq”. 

He said: "He is a detainee 
being held at Camp Cropper in 
Baghdad. 

“He was detained on Septem¬ 
ber 15, 2008, under suspicion 
of terrorism and bomb mak¬ 
ing charges. 

“His case has been reviewed 
by a Combined Review and Re¬ 



lease Board and is now await¬ 
ing trial in the central courts 
of Iraq." 

Mr Al-Sarraj has now been 
held for nine weeks in Bagh¬ 
dad with limited contact to his 
family since being arrested. 

Mrs Nasser, a research assis¬ 
tant who is British, said: “I’m 
very worried about this state¬ 
ment but I’m not altogether 
shocked as the Americans are

going to cover their backs and 
deny they are holding him on 
false allegations. 

“We had been told that the 
Americans knew he was inno¬ 
cent, but could not release 
him due to procedure. 

“They have not informed the 
family that he is facing any 
charges, I have no idea if this 
trial is true.” 

She added: “My husband is 


an honest man, respected by 
all who work with him, any¬ 
one can see that the device he 
designed is a basic circuit 
board not a bomb, the charges 
are absurd.” 

Mrs Nasser said she believed 
her husband’s device was 
stolen along with other be¬ 
longings and when the Ameri¬ 
cans gained possession, they 
dusted it for fingerprints. 

Mr Al-Sarraj was then ar¬ 
rested at Erbil international 
airport when his fingerprints 
provoked a terrorist alert. 

Member of Parliament for 
Carshalton and Wallington 
Tom Brake has contacted the 
American Embassy on Mr Al- 
Sarraj’s behalf but so far re¬ 
ceived no response. 

Amnesty International 
spokesman Neil Durkin said 
the charity had also written 
twice on Mr Al-Sarraj’s behalf 
to Multinational Forces senior 
commander in Iraq, Brigadier 
David Quantock, and the head 
of detainee affairs in Wash¬ 
ington, but received no re¬ 
sponse. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said: “We are investigating the 
situation.”

Nowhere to post letter 


A pensioner went to deliver 
a letter this week only to 
find his local pillar box had 
disappeared. 

The iconic red pillar box 
on Carshalton Road in Car¬ 
shalton has been there for 
over 60 years, until it van¬ 
ished last week. 

Despite the Post Office be¬ 
hind the box closing in 
June, the pillar box had re¬ 
mained in use. 

Elderly residents have 
found the box a very conve¬ 
nient place to deliver their 
letters, but have been at a 
loss since the Tardis-like 
disappearance. 

The next nearest letter 
box is a ten minute walk 
away or at the top of a hill, 
according to angry resident 
Ron Granger. 

Mr Granger, 71, who 
works part time in the NHS 
payroll said he couldn’t be¬ 
lieve it when the box was 
not there. 

He said: “I delivered a let¬ 
ter on Friday, and then 
when I went to post one on 
Monday it had gone. It had 
been there since before the 
Second World War, it is part 
of the local heritage.” 

Mr Granger is demanding 
an explanation from the 
Post Office. He said: “There 
was no notice or letter to 
explain where it had gone, 
nobody is any the wiser.” 

The only explanation Mr 
Granger could come up 
with was that since the post 
office closed, the land is

now privately owned and 
they have removed it. He 
said: “Even the postman 
didn’t know, and he could¬ 
n’t understand why there 
was no notice to explain. 
Older people like myself 
are in the habit of sending 
letters.

A Royal Mail spokesper¬ 
son said: “We would like to 
apologise for any inconve¬ 
nience caused by the re¬ 
moval of this box, which we 
did at the request of the 
landowner.

Time for tee: A drive to 
mark golf pioneer Percy

One of England’s unsung 
sporting heroes could have 
his achievements recognised 
over a century after trans¬ 
forming the world of golf. 

Percy Ellis, the inventor of 
the Perfectum golf tee in 1892 
entered his patent almost 116 
years ago to the day. 

Mr Ellis, of the Manor 
House in Wallington saw a 
gap in the sporting market fol¬ 
lowing the world’s first golf 
tee patent in 1889. 

Previously, the Bloxsom 
Douglas Tee, which consisted 
of a rubber plate with upright 
prongs rested on the ground. 

Mr Ellis, a stockbroker’s 
clerk who was working for his 
brother at the time, had a 
brainwave. 

He wrote in his patent appli¬ 
cation on November 25 1892: 
“My invention relates to an 
improved tee or rest for draw¬ 
ing off a golf ball, in place of 
the ordinary sand tee, en¬ 
abling the tee to be firmly

fixed on the ground and not 
easily struck away should it 
be hit by the club.” 

The idea was revolutionary. 
It was adapted to make what 
the British golf museum at St 
Andrews recognises as the 
modern day tee in 1899. 

Jason Wood, professor of 


Cultural Heritage at Leeds 
Metropolitan University is 
keen to have more sporting 
achievements like Mr Ellis’ 
celebrated. 

He said: “It is an important 
time to be pushing sporting 
heritage coming up to the 
Olympics. This invention 
shows how important this 
country is to the world of 
sport.” 

Mr Wood was critical of the 
lack of English Heritage blue 
plaques that recognise sport¬ 
ing achievements. He said: 
“In the past, celebrating 
sporting heritage with blue 
plaques has been woefully in¬ 
adequate. Sporting heritage is 
as important as any other her¬ 
itage.” 

Simon Inglis, author and 
former BBC broadcaster who 
now works for a website pub¬ 
lishing books on sporting her¬ 
itage said: “British sportsmen 
and manufacturers have been 
at the forefront of sporting in¬ 
novation for centuries. The 
discovery of Percy Ellis’ 
patent for the first golf tee is 


therefore of immense inter¬ 
est, not only in Britain but 
around the world.” 

Councillor Graham Tope, 
Executive Member for 
Leisure on Sutton Council, 
said: 

“It’s vital that we preserve 
the borough’s rich heritage 
and it’s great to hear that this 
sporting pioneer was a local 
resident. 

“We would need to find out 
more about the Percy Ellis be¬ 
fore any proposals could be 
made and would welcome any 
information from residents or 
groups in the borough. 

“We would also welcome any 
suggestions that local people 
may have for a suitable memo¬ 
rial or suggest that it is some¬ 
thing that could be discussed 
at the Beddington and 
Wallington Local Committee.”

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Rapist finally jailed for 
nine years a decade on 


A mother raped in a secluded 
park more than a decade ago 
wept on Monday as one of her 
attackers was finally jailed for 
nine years. 

The 31-year-old office worker 
had been assaulted in October 
1997 while on her way home to 
Sutton after a night out with 
colleagues. 

Noor Hussain, 28, offered to 
walk the woman to a cab office 
when her train terminated un¬ 
expectedly at Shadwell station, 
east London. 

Southwark Crown Court

heard how Hussein danced 
around the victim, threatening 
to use a knife, while his friend 
raped her. Lisa Wilding, for the 
prosecution, said the woman 
stopped struggling because she 
feared for her life. Hussain then 
raped her. 

Mrs Wilding told jurors: 
“Then began a surreal period 
where she was assisted in find¬ 
ing her clothing. They waited 
while she dressed, helped her 


find her bag and shoes.” 

After the rapists helped her 
over a fence, the woman hailed 
a black cab so she could return 
to her parents and three-year- 
old daughter. 

A DNA match linked Hussain 
to the rape in 2003 after he was 
convicted of shoplifting. But 
the drug addict was only arrest¬ 
ed after the formation of the 
Cold Case Rape Unit last year. 

Passing sentence, judge John 
Price told Hussain: “She was in 
an area she didn’t know much 
about and you and the other 


man came and pretended to 
help her. You were both taking 
advantage of a lady who may 
have been a little intoxicated, 
who was lost and wanted 
help.You didn’t help her, you at¬ 
tacked her and raped her.” 

Hussain, of Shadwell Gar¬ 
dens, was told he must serve at 
least six years of his nine-year 
jail term. His name is to remain 
on the sex offenders’ register 
for life. The second attacker has 
never been caught.

Rainfall not a concern 


October rainfall was 10 per 
cent below the long-term aver¬ 
age in Sutton and East Surrey 
Water’s supply area - but a 
whole month better than the 
situation last year. 

In 2007, Sutton and East Sur¬ 
rey Water was reporting al¬ 
most a full month’s less 
rainfall than it would normal¬ 
ly have received at this time of 
the year following two excep¬ 
tionally dry months. 

Mike Hegarty, Operations 
Director for Sutton and East 
Surrey Water, said: “Fortu¬ 
nately we had a relatively wet 
winter last year which helped 
restore our underground re¬ 
sources, but the risk of a dry 
winter is always a threat with 
which Mother Nature can 
surprise us, so we remain par¬ 
ticularly alert at this time 


of year.” 

The company says there is 
no cause for concern about 
water supply at present - 
summer was one of the 
wettest on record - but urges 
customers to continue the 
good practise of careful water 
use. 

Rainfall totalled 72mm (2.8 
in) October, compared with 
the long-term average of 
80mm (3.1 ins). But at the end 
of October last year, Sutton 
and East Surrey Water’s 
reservoir at Bough Beech was 
less than half full (47.6 per 
cent). This year it was 62 per 
cent full.

Protesters’ partial 
win in pick-up battle 


Protesters have won a partial vic¬ 
tory in a fight over plans to cut 
personal door-to-door transport 
services for disabled children. 

Sutton Council had proposed to 
cut the transport budget £250,000 
by introducing pick-up points for 
children with special educational 
needs. 

Parents had argued the plans 
would put their children, many of 
whom require constant care, at 
risk and would put carers and 
parents under pressure. 

This week, the council an¬ 
nounced it had “responded to 
concerns” and children with 
Autistic Spectrum Disorder, and 
those who can not walk unassist¬ 
ed, would now be unaffected by 
the plans. 

The new recommendations, 
which go to scrutiny overview 
committee on Tuesday, would af¬ 
fect 85 SEN students out of a for¬ 
mer 545. 

Councillor David Theobald, 
whose son is autistic, said the 
move was “encouraging” but re-

mained cautious. 

He said: “I’d like to know who 
these 85 children are who would 
have to use the pick-up-points as 
we need to protect all children 
with disabilities. 

“These recommendations are 
encouraging but we’re not hold¬ 
ing our breath as the proposals 
were flawed to begin with. 

“The cuts represent a pittance 
in comparison to sums gifted to 
aborted garden waste schemes 
and vanity projects like the 
planned Life Skills Centre.” 

Council expenditure on SEN 
transport has increased from 
£2.8m in 2005/2006 to an estimat¬ 
ed £4.3m for 2008/2009. 

The introduction of pick-up 
points would reduce the budget 
for SEN Transport by over 
£200,000 a year. 

The council said the proposed 
scheme would give many children 
a “greater sense of independence 


and help boost their social 
skills”. 

Sutton Council strategic direc¬ 
tor for children Dr Ian Birnbaum 
said: “These proposals are the re¬ 
sult of extensive consultation 
with parents, including eight 
public meetings, and we have lis¬ 
tened carefully to their views. 

“The rising cost of providing 
SEN transport is not sustainable.

The grieving family of an indus¬ 
trial plumber killed in a gas blast 
said this week that no words could 
explain their unimaginable loss. 

Adam Johnston, 38, a father-of- 
two in Sutton, died when an ar- 
gonite gas cylinder exploded at a 
construction site in Hertfordshire. 

The police and the Health and 
Safety Executive are now investi¬ 
gating the accident that left six 
others injured on November 5. 

As their children, Edward, nine, 
and Alice, seven, mourned “the 
best daddy in the world”, Michelle 
Johnston paid tribute to her hus¬ 
band. 

She said: “As a family, this has 
been a very tragic time. Adam 
went to work and did not come 
home. 

“He was a much loved and cher¬ 
ished son to Jane. He was always 
there for her after his father 
passed away. It’s a terrible loss and 
Jane will miss him endlessly.” 

Mrs Johnston added: “As his 
wife, there will never be words to 
describe how special Ads’ was. 
Love is a word we all use and even 
such a powerful word is not good 
enough. 

“Adam’s uncle Colin and auntie 
Nicola have said we never lose the 
ones we love for love itself lives 
on, and if everybody thinks of 
Adam with love he will never real¬ 
ly be gone.” 


Adam worked as an advanced 
plumber with Crown House Data 
Solutions. He had been on the site 
for five weeks helping to build a 
data handling centre. 

John Bewick, a colleague for two 
years, said: “It’s not very often you

Plaque for lost crew 


The memory of a missing Second 
World War airman could finally 
be honoured with a commemora¬ 
tive plaque. 

John Trevor Bromfield, from 
Cheam, was 20 years old when his 
Liberator bomber KL654R crashed, 
after carrying out a peacekeeping 
mission in Malaysia in 1945. 

For the last 60 years, campaigners 
and researchers have called on the 
Ministry of Defence to search the 
jungle for the bodies of the eight- 
man crew. 

In early September, we reported 
how an expedition by independent 
explorers found both an identity 
bracelet, owned by flying officer 
Bromfield, and bones, now under¬ 
going DNA testing. 

The find led to historians secur¬ 
ing a meeting with Government fig¬ 
ures, in an attempt to obtain an 
MOD-led expedition. 

But historian Joe Bamford said he

was contacted ahead of the pro¬ 
posed meeting by the British air at¬ 
tache in Kuala Lumpar, offering an 
“olive branch” in the shape of a 
plaque to commemorate the crew. 

Mr Bamford said: “A senior mem¬ 
ber of the organisation contacted 
me to say that he did not think the 
bodies would be recoverable, be¬ 
cause of the density of the jungle 
there and the fact the front of the 
plane was extremely badly dam¬ 
aged by fire when it crashed. 

“I don’t have any real reason not 
to believe him, as we spoke for over 
an hour, and he seemed very 
genuine. 

“He suggested that, as an alterna¬ 
tive, we could have a plaque com¬ 
memorating the crew installed at 
Port Dickson museum, which is 
about 20 minutes from the crash 


site, or at the Cocos Islands, where 
the Liberator was once stationed, or 
put a memorial at the nearest 
British war graves site. 

“So it’s not exactly what we were 
hoping for, as the Malaysian team 
who led the first expedition said 
less than 10 per cent of the crash 
site had been excavated, but it could 
be the next best thing. We’ll have to 
wait to see what the relatives say.” 

Mr Bamford said he hoped rela¬ 
tives would decide what option to 
take at a meeting, scheduled with 
Liberal Democrat spokesman for 
defence, Lord Lee of Trafford, at the 
House of Commons. 

He said he also hoped Lord Lee 
would commit to asking the Gov¬ 
ernment, in the House of Lords, 
why it has not sought before to re¬ 
cover the crew’s bodies or com¬ 
memorate their loss.

Nursery faces 
eviction from 
church site

Parents have been left devastated 
after being told a nursery will be 
shut for a year while it is being re¬ 
furbished. 

The Good Shepherd Pre-school 
has to vacate the premises in 
Queen Mary’s Avenue in July next 
year after opening 35 years ago. 

Wardens for the Good Shepherd 
Church was the pre-school is 
based served eviction papers to 
the owner Deborah Wroe in July. 
She has struggled to find a new 
site for the nursery, leaving par¬ 
ents to scramble for places at 
other nurseries in the area. 

The building will be knocked 
down to make way for a new nurs¬ 
ery with the development due to 
be completed in July next year. 

Mrs Wroe who has run the 
school for 11 years said: “A letter 
was sent to the parents to tell 
them last week. They have been 
left very shocked and upset. 

“I have to make my staff redun¬ 
dant and they will probably go off 
and find other jobs. I just can’t be 
in limbo for a year. We have mem¬ 
bers of staff who have worked at 
the nursery for around 20 years. 
They are shocked they have to go.” 

Mrs Wroe attempted to find an-

other site but without success. 
She is hoping that parents will 
suggest alternatives sites for the 
nursery to move in to. 

She added: “I think it is very sad 
that something that has served 
the community for many years is 
facing closure. We are determined 
to give the kids a good education 
but we can’t guarantee our exis¬ 
tence in the future.” 

Clair Anthony, 35, whose two- 
year-old son Ewan goes to the 
nursery was left upset when she 
heard the news of its closure. She 
voiced concerns that her son who 
took a term to settle in to the 
nursery will have to change 
schools twice in a year. 

The market researcher who 
lives in Gordon Close, Carshalton 
Beeches, said: “The owner of the 
nursery is looking everywhere 
but with no luck. It is a shame the 
church is proposing to close down 
the school. 

“The kids can’t go to Barrow 
Hedges as they do not have a flexi¬ 
ble start time and are very strict 
about late-comers. Whereas The 


Good Shepherd allows the child to 
arrive between 9am and 9.30am. 
The school day finishes at noon. 

“We are really upset as the 
teachers are fantastic. I am angry 
that church is turfing out the 
school as there are no other 
schools in the area that can ac¬ 
commodate them. It is a very 
sorry situation.” 

Parents of the children who at¬ 
tend the Good Shepherd Pre- 
School held a meeting on 
Thursday to discuss its future. 

Councillor John Kennedy, for 
Carshalton South and Clockhouse 
and chairman of the local com¬ 
mittee, called the refurbishment a 
positive step and spoke to the par¬ 
ents on Thursday. 

He said: “The existing church 
hall is archaic and I will be talk¬ 
ing to the council and the church 
to see if there is another site the 
nursery can move in to. 

“There is one problem that we 
have to take in to account. The 
fact is that it is paramount that 
we find another building and it 
will be a bug upheaval for the par¬ 
ents and children. 

“The project will provide a bet¬ 
ter community facility locally.

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Trafficking unit’s 
funds are axed

The decision to cut the funding for a Lon¬ 
don human trafficking unit has been la¬ 
belled “ludicrous and short-sighted” by a 
Croydon action group. 

The Metropolitan Police announced it 
was withdrawing the £2.3m funding to their 
human trafficking team, which will dis¬ 
band in 2009. 

Croydon is one of the biggest ports for 
human trafficking in the UK and Croydon 
Community Against Trafficking (CCAT) 
claim the cuts will only make things worse. 

A spokesman said: “We are deeply disap¬ 
pointed and extremely concerned at the de¬ 
cision to close down the Met Human 
Trafficking Team. 

“As a community which is significantly 
affected by the issue of human trafficking 
we are concerned Croydon police will be in¬ 
hibited in continuing the essential and ef¬ 
fective work they have done in helping us 
tackle this issue locally. 

“Policing, and indeed resourcing of po¬ 
lice work, is always driven by crime priori¬ 
ties. 

“So in a time in our world when human 
trafficking is the second fastest growing 
crime, it seems ludicrous and short-sighted 
for the Home Office to withdraw funding 
and force the closure of such a vital part of 
our crime prevention and prosecution re¬ 
sponse to this issue. 

“This latest cut is a cut in favour of traf¬ 
fickers, because ultimately they will be the 
ones that will benefit from the lack of re¬ 
sources being poured into stopping them 
from enslaving human lives in our town 
and country.” 

It added it feared larger operations would

struggle to be supported due to the cuts and 
urged the Met to find alternative resources. 

The Home Office said the money was in¬ 
tended only as a one-off start-up fund. 

A Home Office spokesman added the Gov¬ 
ernment’s support for the policing of 
human traffickers would continue. 

It said: “We have made it clear that traf¬ 
ficking should be core police business and a 
high priority, and the Home Office is con¬ 
tinuing to support forces’ effort, notably 
through funding the UK Human Traffick¬ 
ing Centre with £1.7m this year.” 

A statement from the Met said the dedi¬ 
cated team launched in March 2007 will 
have to cease operations because it does not 
have the money to keep it open. 

It added: “The Met does not have the addi¬ 
tional funds to keep the team running in its 
current format whilst meeting other exist¬ 
ing policing requirements.”

Council rated highly in audit 


An independent watchdog has 
given Sutton Council a strong 
performance rating. 

The Audit Commission found 
the council’s ambitions for di¬ 
verse communities, their focus 
on service delivery and work¬ 
ing partnerships had led to sig¬ 
nificant improvements. 

Tangible results were seen in 
the transformation of the 
Roundshaw estate, by the provi¬ 
sion of better housing and a fall 
in health inequalities, crime 
and antisocial behaviour. 

The report also found “excel¬ 
lent progress” made in increas¬ 
ing housing supply and 
effective promotion of sustain¬ 
ability through projects such as 
Smarter Travel Sutton. 

Good outcomes for children 
and young people were also 
noted, with Sutton schools 
achieving some of the top exam 
results in the country. 

Room for improvement was 
found in ensuring that all local 
authority homes meet national 
standards and in improving 


outcomes for children in care. 

Audit Commission senior 
manager Howard Simmons 
said: “Sutton Council is per¬ 
forming well, with strong lead¬ 
ership at both political and 
managerial levels addressing 
national and local agendas. 

“The council responds very 
well to the needs of its commu¬ 
nities, which is particularly ev¬ 
ident in tackling crime and 
antisocial behaviour, creating 
sustainable communities and 
delivering high-quality services.” 

To build on its success the in¬ 
spectors recommended that the 
needs of people with mental 
health problems and the hous¬ 
ing needs of minority commu¬ 
nities are met better and that 
funding delegated to local com¬ 
mittees meet the needs of the 
whole community.

Crystal Palace Football Club is at 
the heart of the south London 
community.

As a supporter, and chief exec¬ 
utive, of Crystal Palace Football 
Club, Phil Alexander is keeping a 
watchful eye on his club's perfor¬ 
mance on and off the pitch.

A scaffolder has been cleared of 
assault after punching a festive rev¬ 
eller who was leaving a nightclub in 
Sutton town centre. 

Daniel Fitzpatrick, 24, was said to 
have struck Daniel Hussey, 22, for no 
reason while he waited at a cash¬ 
point near the Chicago Rock Cafe. 

Mr Hussey needed 14 stitches to a 
mouth wound having been knocked 
unconscious in the attack on De¬ 
cember 30, last year. 

When police handcuffed him at 
about 3am that night, Mr Fitz¬ 
patrick, of Wallington, allegedly 
told them: “That was a good hit”. 

But he was acquitted at the Old 
Bailey last week of common assault 
and inflicting grievous bodily harm 
with intent. 

Jurors reached a unanimous ver¬ 
dict after hearing how he had been 
sworn at and struck first. 

Mr Fitzpatrick said he threw 
the punch in retaliation when Mr 
Hussey asked him: “What the f*** 
are you looking at?” before lashing 
out.

the borough boundary. 

4. The order will be effective at certain times from 00.01 hours on 
the 24th November 2008 until 23.59 hours on the 23rd November 
2009 or when the works have been completed whichever is the 
sooner. The prohibition will apply only during such times and to 
such extent as shall from time to time be indicated by traffic signs. 

5. The prohibitions will not apply in respect of: 

(1) any vehicle being used for the purposes of those works or for 
fire brigade, ambulance or police purposes; or

Horrifying events fill the newspapers every day, but for many 
victims, the scars stay with them for months or even years. 
ELEANOR HARDING reports on post-traumatic stress disorder 



Long-lasting: People take months to recover from PTSD 


For those merely reading about 
terrorist attacks, genocides, 
murders and rapes, the shock of 
what has happened may haunt 
them for days. 

For those actually present 
during these incidents, the hor¬ 
ror can be long-lasting. It might 
not come straight away; it 
might take weeks or even 
months. 

But if you have encountered 
something terrifying in your 
life it’s likely you will suffer 
post traumatic stress disorder 
(PTSD). 

Elaine*, 50, from Wimbledon, 
was stabbed by her boyfriend of 
six months after she tried to 
end the relationship. She said: 
“He told me if I wanted an end¬ 
ing I’d get one with a surprise. 
He was throwing things around 
and telling me I was going to 
die. 

“He picked up three kitchen 
knives and tried to stab me in 
the face. He got my ear and the 
lobe was hanging off. Then he 
stabbed me in the chest. I was in 
the house with him for about an 
hour-and-a-half. I didn’t think I 
was going to get out alive.” 

After smashing up her house 
he went to the toilet and Elaine 
escaped to a neighbour’s house. 
They called the emergency ser¬ 
vices and, after a trial, the man 
was imprisoned for four-and-a- 
half years. 


Throughout the ordeal her at¬ 
tacker was in custody and later 
deported for being an illegal im¬ 
migrant, but somehow Elaine 
still felt constantly afraid. 

She says: “I felt afraid to stay 
in the house on my own. His 
mother was ringing me up. He 
was ringing me from prison. In 
the evening I found out the back 
door key was missing. It looked 
like he was coming back. 

“It shook my judgement in 
people. How could I not know 
that he could be capable of 
something like that? It made me 
very nervous and suspicious of 
new people. 

“The attack kept playing in 
my head like a video. At the be¬ 
ginning it was all the time, it 
took over everything.” 

PTSD can be triggered by inci¬ 


dents such as attacks, life- 
threatening illnesses or acci¬ 
dents. Professionals at South 
West London and St George’s 
Mental Health Trust say they 
treat refugees and servicemen 
returning from Afghanistan 
and Iraq, as well as people en¬ 
countering incidents in the UK. 

Survivors of the 7/7 bomb¬ 
ings are still being treated local¬ 
ly after watching fellow 
commuters die or be mutilated. 

Victims become afraid to 
carry on with their lives, and 
often encounter flashbacks of 
the incident. In the worst cases, 
they become too afraid to leave 
their homes. Some can over¬ 
come these symptoms alone, 
while others get locked into a 
cycle which can last 20 years if 
left untreated. Local health pro¬ 


fessionals say they can 
reduce the problems by 
an average of 70 per cent. 
^ Dr James Thompson, consul¬ 
tant psychologist at the trust, 
says: “You begin to see a lot of 
your life in terms of the experi¬ 
ences that you have lived 
though. For example, you may 
look at people in the street and 
think they might pull out a 
knife. You see danger every¬ 
where.” 

It was when Elaine went to 
her GP to take out her stitches 
she was diagnosed with PTSD 
and referred to the local mental 
health trust. 

Through cognitive be¬ 
havioural therapy (CBT) she 
was able to come to terms with 
what happened. Part of the 
therapy involved recording the 
story on tape and listening to it 
again and again. The principle 
is to go though the trauma, re¬ 
peatedly, until the person has 
dealt with the feelings and is no 
longer anxious. 

Dr Thompson adds: “All peo¬ 
ple want is to feel that others 
will treat them with under¬ 
standing. Eventually they will 
communicate and interact 
again. Give them a chance to 
find their feet.”

HOW TO AVOID A 
CHAIN REACTION 


One in three property chains 
breaks, with links proving 
even more fragile in a down¬ 
turn. But there are ways of re¬ 
ducing risk. 

Chains often snap because 
buyers have problems with fi¬ 
nance, or a survey unearths a 
nasty surprise. 

But an increasing factor, as 
the credit crunch bites, is cold 
feet. Faced with job uncertain¬ 
ty, some buyers back out, leav¬ 
ing sellers the depressing task 
of going back to square one. 

“Sometimes it’s because a 
survey reveals a problem, or 
divorce or illness,” said Peter 
Bolton-King, National Associa¬ 
tion of Estate Agents chief ex¬ 
ecutive. “But most sales fall 
through because someone 
changes their mind.” 

In 2007, when gazumping 
was still the name of the game, 
up to 150,000 UK house sales 
failed because of last-minute 
higher offers. Now buyers call 
the tune and often insist on 
late discounts. Both practices 
leave a nasty taste, and both 
are outlawed in Scotland. 

Chains start when one 
house sale becomes dependent 
on another. If one fails, the 
other sale is at risk. Typical 
chains are four or five deals 
long, although they can stretch 
to 20 links or more. 

“Chains are ideally to be 
avoided,” said Mark Everett of 
Epsom agents Michael Everett

& Co. “But they are an almost 
inevitable part of any home 
sale. Holding chains together 
in a tough market like this is 
the hardest, but most essential 
stage of any transaction. 


“All links should be in har¬ 
mony, with a positive goal, and 
all should be doing their ut¬ 
most to see their sale through 
to exchange of contracts. 

“It is the agent’s job to guide 
buyers and sellers through this 
difficult period and keep them 
focused. Regular communica¬ 



tion and careful information 
gathering is the key, so use an 
agent who is experienced.” 

As chains must start and 
end somewhere, vacant prop¬ 
erties are a plus. “The shorter 
the chain, the better,” he said. 

Flexibility and communica¬ 
tion are key. Chains can be 
kept intact if one 
‘link’ is prepared 
to move in with 
family or friends, 
or rent as a short¬ 
term measure. 
Some go to ex¬ 
treme lengths to 
ensure they get 
their property. If a 
first-time buyer 
needs extra funds 
for a deposit, it is 
not unheard of for 
people in the chain

to club together to help. The 
most complex chains are 
where there has been a marital 
split, in which case two parties 
could be purchasing separate¬ 
ly, so the chain splits in two di¬ 
rections. Chains occur in 85 
per cent of property transac¬ 
tions, usually starting with a 
first-time buyer before moving 
along a line of existing owners 
to a finishing point where 
someone just wants to sell, per¬ 
haps on behalf of a deceased 
relative, or to move abroad. 

Chains are stronger when 
buyers outnumber sellers, 
which means they are even 
more fragile in today’s difficult 
sales climate. It means sellers 
are often prepared to go the 
extra mile to keep a chain in¬ 
tact rather than starting over. 

The simplest bet is always 


to sell to a first-time buyer or 
someone who has already sold 
and moved out. Other ways to 
help are to arrange mortgage 
and solicitor before putting 
your home on the market, and 
to reduce survey surprises via 
full home information packs. 

Peter Bolton-King reckons 
talking minimises the risk. 
“By building relationships you 
can perhaps increase your 
chances of keeping a chain to¬ 
gether. It is more difficult to let 
somebody down if you have 
got to know them a little.” 

The easiest property trans¬ 
actions are ones where agents 
can trumpet the magic words 
‘no onward chain’, but if ev¬ 
eryone acts in a unified way 
there is no reason why even 
the longest chains shouldn’t be 
completed successfully.

• Cost - how much is the rent and will you need to pay 
extra for bills? 

• Location - is the property close to 

• local amenities? e.g. shops, doctors, schools etc? 

• Infrastructure - are there good transport links? e.g. 
trains, buses etc? 


• Size - will the property accommodate your needs? 
e.g. number of bedrooms required? 

What type and length of tenancy should you have? 

If the rent on the property is less than £25,000 per year 
and you do not live with the landlord, the tenancy 
automatically becomes an Assured Shorthold Tenancy 
(AST). An AST usually lasts for 6 to 12 months unless 
you agree a fixed term for the tenancy in advance with 
the landlord. 

What happens at the end of the tenancy? 

When the fixed term of the tenancy has expired, the 
landlord is able to gain back possession of the property 
provided they give two months written notice to the 
tenant. In addition, if you owe at least 2 months or 8 
weeks rent, the landlord can ask you to leave. 

What can you afford? 

Before you even look at a property, work out what you 
can afford by looking at what your basic outgoings are 


likely to be. 

For instance: 

The monthly rent£_ 

The costs of getting your references £_ 

Inventory and tenancy agreement costs £_ 

The deposit and any maintenance costs £_ 

Council tax£_ 

Water rates, gas, electricity and telephone 

charges £_ 

TV licence £_ 

Insurance for your belongings £_

Epsom & Ewell Borough 
Council aims to make house¬ 
hold battery recycling easy for 
residents by adding household 
batteries to its weekly kerbside 
collection rounds. 

The average family uses 21 
household batteries a year. 
After use, around 600 million 
household batteries, weighing 
in total around 22,000 tonnes, 
go to landfill in the UK every 
year. That’s the equivalent of 
110 jumbo jets. 

As Christmas is approaching 
many gadgets and toys bought 
for presents require batteries, 
which cost money and need to 
be disposed of. 

The best way to reduce the 
amount of household batteries 
going to waste is to switch to 
rechargeables. But even 
rechargeable household batter¬ 
ies eventually become exhaust¬ 
ed and need to be disposed of.

The household batteries col¬ 
lected by the council will be 
recycled by the UK’s leading 
specialist waste battery com¬ 
pany in the Midlands. 

The new household battery 
recycling service starts now. 
Residents can simply place 
used household batteries in 
their weekly green kerbside 
recycling box. The council will 
collect them for recycling 
along with the normal collec¬ 
tion of paper, glass, cans and 
clothing. 

Car batteries cannot be recy¬ 
cled through the council’s 
weekly collections but you can 
continue to recycle them at the 
Community Recycling Centre 
at Blenheim Road, Epsom.

be served on an Italian table. 

We were first shown the anti 
pasti on offer; there were meat- 
balls prepared that day in a 
rich tomato sauce, aubergine 
parmigiana, smoked buffalo 
mozzarella (direct from the 
home of mozzarella in Italy), 
sauteed mushrooms and more. 

Enzo suggested we try a 
small selection with a chilled 
glass of excellent Italian white 
wine. 

The food was delicious! The 
main courses had been pre¬ 
pared fresh that day and in¬ 
cluded lightly fried squid with 
just a touch of lemon. It was 
absolutely mouth-watering 
and so different from the squid 
I had tasted before. Enzo then 
advised us to to share a truly 
authentic pizza with rich 
tomato sauce, buffalo moz¬ 
zarella and fresh basil leaves 

The dough, which had been 
prepared that day was light 
fluffy and better than anything 
I had ever tasted before. 

By now were feeling a little 
full to say the least, but such is 
Enzo’s enthusiasm for his food 
we shared a sample of pasta - 
spinach and ricotta cheese, 
stuffed cannelloni in a rich 
creamy tomato sauce and a 
simply rigatoni, with Italian 
sausage, fresh broccoli and 
fresh parmesan cheese.

“The greatest blunder of all 
time” - that’s how some people 
describe Decca Records’ deci¬ 
sion to sign The Tremeloes 
over The Beatles in 1962. 

While The Beatles went on to 
become the biggest band of all 
time, The Tremeloes didn’t do 
too badly, either, topping the 
charts with hits likes Twist 
And Shout and Silence is Gold¬ 
en. And they are still packing 
out music venues today, more 
than half-a-century later. 

Drummer and singer Dave 
Munden was one of the 
founder members of the band 
and remembers that day at 
Decca well. 

“The Beatles went for the 
same audition as us but Decca 
accepted us instead,” he says. 

“They weren’t the only 
record company The Beatles

went to, they were turned 
down by many others, too. But 
afterwards, in retrospect, 
Decca probably thought they 
had made a mistake but there 
you go.” 

While The Tremeloes 
enjoyed much success, 

Munden ponders whether they 
could have been even bigger if 
they had got rid of their clean 
image and ruffled a few 


feathers: “I don’t think success 
changed us that much, we 
were pretty down to earth,” he 
says. 

“We never went and threw 
TVs out of windows or any¬ 
thing like that. 

“We didn’t go over the top 
and sometimes I think, if we 
had, we might have been a 
bigger band like the Rolling 
Stones. 

“If we had been a bit more 
controversial maybe we would 
have had a bigger name but we 
can’t change that.” 

It has been a long time since 
the group, who are performing 
alongside the Barron Nights at 
the Rock Till We Drop night at 
Epsom Playhouse next Thurs¬ 
day (November 27), broke into 
the music industry and 
Munden admits the business 


is very different nowadays. 

“The music industry has 
changed a hell of a lot,” he 
says. 

“When we started, it wasn’t 
how much money we made, it 
was for the enjoyment and 
meeting the other bands but 
gradually a lot of the bands 
have been influenced by 
record deals and money. 

“I think a bit of the enjoy¬ 
ment went out of it, though 
some of the modern bands 
seem to be getting back to 
basics now.”

Super-spy guys: Russell Crowe and Leonardo

BODY OF LIES (15): Enlivened 
sporadically by the directorial brio of 
Ridley Scott, Body Of Lies channels 
timely fears about the fight against 
terrorism into a routine spy caper. 
Russell Crowe and Leonardo 
DiCaprio star as CIA agents Ed 
Hoffman and Roger Ferris, autho¬ 
rised to use extreme force to ensure 
the safety of Americans. Together, 
they pursue the elusive Al-Saleem 
(Alon Aboutboul), head of a terrorist 
cell, which is responsible for numer¬ 
ous bombings across Europe. While 
DiCaprio is lacklustre in a respon¬

ZACK AND MIRI MAKE A PORNO 
(18): Childhood pals Zack (Seth 
Rogen) and Miri (Elizabeth Banks) 
can’t afford any of their utility bills 
and are months in arrears with the 
rent. With few alternatives remain¬ 
ing, they hit upon the novel money¬ 
making idea of shooting a porno 
movie. As the film unravels, it 
becomes obvious Zack and Miri will 
eventually find true love - with a few 
sexual mishaps and gross-out 
moments along the way. Writer-di¬ 
rector Kevin Smith (Clerks, Chasing 
Amy) is back on sparkling form with 
this spunky and salacious romantic 
comedy. ★★★★ 

MAX PAYNE (15): Mark Wahlberg 
plays the eponymous good cop on 
a mission in this video game-to- 
movie adaptation. After returning 
home to find his wife Michelle (Mari- 
anthi Evans) and child slain by an 
intruder, Max Payne (Wahlberg) 
vows never to rest until the killer is 


brought to justice. But by a cruel 
twist of fate, our gun-toting hero be¬ 
comes the main suspect. Overall 
John Moore's film is disappointing 
and lacks the action and excitement 
of its adrenaline-pumping small 
screen source material. ★★ 

THE BAADER MEINHOF COM¬ 
PLEX (18): Based on the celebrat¬ 
ed book by Stefan Aust, The 
Baader Meinhof Complex relives a 
turbulent era in late 60s German 
history. In June 1967, a demonstra¬ 
tion in Berlin against the state visit 
of the Shah of Persia descended 
into chaos - and extremist anti¬ 
authoritarian, anti-capitalist student 
group the Red Army Faction (RAF) 
was born. Selected by Germany as 
its official entry for the 2009 Acade¬ 
my Awards as Best Film In A 
Foreign Language, The Baader 
Meinhof Complex is an impressive, 
if somewhat exhausting, history 
lesson. ★★★ 

PRIDE AND GLORY (15): This 
gritty thriller pounds the beat in New 
York City with a band of brothers for 
whom intimidation, extortion and 
murder are badges of honour. 

When four cops are ambushed and 
slain during a drug bust, Chief of 
Manhattan Detectives Francis Tier¬ 
ney Snr assembles a crack task 
force - including his two sons and 
son-in-law - to identify and capture 
the shooter. Graphic, though not 
gratuitous, violence and grimy loca¬ 
tions make these streets of New 
York far from the tourist ideal. 
Edward Norton and Colin Farrell 
turn in solid performances. ★★★ 

W (15): Veteran director Oliver 
Stone sketches the rise to power of 
outgoing US President George W 
Bush from the mid-1960s to the 
present day, highlighting his difficult 
relationship with his father. It is a 
surprisingly affectionate portrait of a 
man who has changed the course 
of world events, not necessarily for 
the better. There is very little here 
that lives up to Stone’s reputation 
as the agent provocateur of 
contemporary American cinema.

Estes joined Lynyrd 
Skynyrd after the fateful 
plane crash that killed 
many of the original 
members, including lead 
singer and songwriter 
Ronnie Van Zant. 

Estes is often regarded 
as one of the best 
Southern guitarists 
and, when he joined the 
reformed Lynyrd 
Skynyrd, he helped write 
group’s first acoustic 
release. 

This return to the UK is 
following the release of 
their new CD, No Good 
Deal, from which they 
will be performing sever¬ 
al numbers. 

In addition, the band 
will be performing a mix 
of Lynyrd Skynyrd num¬ 
bers. 

Alongside these well- 
known tracks (Sweet 
Home Alabama, Free 
Bird) they will perform 
works by fellow Southern¬ 
ers Molly Hatchet, Black- 
foot, contemporaries of 
Lynyrd Skynyrd, and The

NEW ROAD CAR TEST: SUZUKI SWIFT ATTITUDE 


A dose of extra attitude 

Looking for a budget-priced supermini with a little 
more about it? Suzuki’s Swift Attitude special 
edition might fit the bill. Jonathan Crouch reports 


If you had to sum up in a single 
word what Suzuki’s latest genera¬ 
tion Swift supermini holds over its 
predecessor, then ‘attitude’ would be 
quite a good one. 


The look is sharper, the drive more 
dynamic. Appropriate then that the 
special edition three-door version 
bears an ‘attitude’ badge, offering 
the look of the Sport hot hatch but 


the running costs of an entry-level 1.3- 
litre petrol version. 

So what do you get for the 10 grand 
asking price? Well, much of the look 
and feel of the top of the line ‘Sport’ 
model is the answer. 

So there’s air conditioning, plus 
driver and passenger sports seats. 
Keyless start will also be welcome as 
long as (unlike me) you can figure out 
how it works. 

Electric windows and heated door 
mirrors are also included as standard. 
The interior follows a silver effect 
theme, which is complemented by a 
silver-stitched leather-covered steer¬ 
ing wheel. 

Outside, there are body-coloured 
bumpers and rear roof spoiler, tinted 
windows, 17-inch alloy wheels, a 
chrome-covered tailpipe and halogen 
headlamps. You also get six airbags, 
with ABS braking plus EBD (Electron¬ 
ic Brakeforce Distribution to max¬ 
imise braking effect). Just 500 
Attitude models will be produced. Un¬ 
less they sell well of course, in which 
case, Suzuki will doubtless build plen¬ 
ty more. 

Take a seat inside and one of the 
first things you’ll notice is the central¬ 
ly mounted information display that 
takes care of the time, fuel consump¬ 
tion and outside temperature func¬ 
tions. 

Suzuki has listened to customers 



who are tired of manipulating tiny, 
fiddly audio and climate buttons and 
have instead opted for big, easy to 
reach dial-type controls. 

The audio system can also be operat¬ 
ed from a set of optional wheel-mount¬ 
ed switches. 

Fuel economy is key in a car like the 
Swift and an average of 45.6mpg is a 
good showing. This engine is capable 
of hitting 60mph from standstill in 11 
seconds on the way to its 109mph top 
speed. 

One of the key factors in the Swift’s 
handling and packaging is the fact 
that the chassis offers the class widest 
track (1470mm wide at the front and 
1480 at the back), which in turn trans¬ 
lates into the greatest overall width of 
any car in the supermini class 
(1,690mm). 

Coupled with a long wheelbase and 
compact engines, this frees up plenty 
of room in the cabin and allows for a 
213-litre luggage area. 

The big thing weighing in this 
Swift’s favour is its obvious value for 
money, but what of the ongoing run¬ 
ning costs? 

In terms of cost per mile figures, 
which take factors such as deprecia¬ 
tion, insurance, servicing and cost of 
finance into account, this variant will 
work out pretty cheap to run at 
around 30 pence per mile.
